sold. 
It is not an exaggeration to state that America’s position as 
the foremost, most prosperous nation of the world is due, in a very 
large measure, to the policy and operation of a protective tariff 
during the last sixty years. 
The greatest beneficiary of such a tariff is the wage earner. 
America has a higher level of wages and a higher standard of liv­ 
ing than any other nation in the world. This is made possible by 
the policy of protection. 
The fact that wages are higher today than at any previous 
time in the history of American industry is mainly due to the Ford- 
ney-McCumber tariff. Not only has that tariff protected the Ameri­ 
can wage earner, but it has provided more revenue than any other 
American tariff ever enacted. Its operations have refuted every 
charge made against it during the period of its debate, and have 
given another example of the wisdom of the policy of the Re­ 
publican protection.-—John T. Adams, Chairman of the Republican 
National Committee.

GERMANY’S REAL BOSSES 
i 
The real rulers of Germany are the industrial group headed by 
Stinnes. This is a fact never to be lost sight of in connection with 
German politics, either internal or external. 
Not only do Stinnes and the rest wield the immense power that 
comes of overwhelming financial strength. They control that im­ 
portant organ of the German Government, the National Economic 
Council, without whose consent virtually no legislative measure 
can get even as far as the Reichstag. 
No election can have any appreciable effect upon these water­ 
tight control exercised by these bosses. No Government that might 
be set up could turn for a moment from the path they map out. 
Stresemann, formerly Chancellor and now' Foreign Minister of 
the Reich, is their man. Six months ago they apparently gave him 
carte blanche to settle the reparations dispute; they realized that 
almost any settlement would be preferable to the uncertainty of 
constant attempts at evasion, even thougii they also realized that 
they would have to bear the greater part of the burden. If Ger­ 
many has really decided not to submit to the Dawes program, it 
means that the Stinnes group has determined to risk further pres­ 
sure similar to that put upon them in the Ruhr territory. 
Tly?, is possible, but not likely. Under pressure of the French 
occupation, these industrialists consented to shoulder the entire' 
burden of coal, coke and iron deliveries demanded by the French I 
industrial interests.

ons. He knew that if he made things unpleasant enough for them 
they would bring the German Government to terms. It yas the 
bosses he was after. 
Poincare also knows that it is only by maintaining a certain 
oressure upon them that the Berlin Government can be kept in 
line and reparations payments assured.

ORAN F. HYPES 


The death of Oran Fa Ville Hypes in 
1915 ended a brilliant business career 
for a man who had still found time 
from business to take an active part 
in serving 
his 
community 
and 
the 
state in the finer things. 
He w as a merchant, a legislator and 
a public spirited citizen, who won 
wide recognition in all of these en­ 
deavors. 
Mr. Hypes 
was 
born 
in 
Xenia. December 18. 1862. the son of 
Sam uel 
Henry 
and 
Hannah 
Van 
Brooklin Hypes. 
He 
attended 
the 
Xenia 
public 
schools and accomplished the unusual 
feat of graduating from Central High \ 
'School 
here 
in 1879 when 
only 
16 
years of age. 
After acquainting him­ 
se lf with business methods in Xenia 
stores, he moved to Springfield in 
J 888. when only a very young man, 
to take charge of th^ Fulton and 
Hypes m en’s clothing and furnishing 
store. 
The partnership w as dissolved 
In 1885 when Mr. Hypes bought out 
the interest of his partner, and later 
became 
one 
of 
Springfield’s 
m ost 
prominent merchants. 
Mr. Hypes served as a member of 
the Ohio House of Representatives 
two term s, from 1901 to 1905 and in 
the latter year began two term s as 
member of the 
State 
Senate 
from 
Clark county, serving until 1913. 
He 
was a trustee of the Clark Counfy 
Children’s Home for fourteen years. 
He took an active interest in Y. M. C. 
A. work serving as a member of the 
board of directors of the Springfield 
~Y. M. C. A. and also on the state Y. 
M. C. A. board. 
He was a member ef 
the State Library Board under Gov­ 
ernor Willis. 
..lr. Hypes served as a delegate to 
the General Methodist Episcopal Con­ 
ference at Baltimore in 1908 and was 
b delegate to a similar conference held 
Id Minneapolis, in 1912. He w as prom­ 
inent in Masonic circles in Springfield,

past m aster 
of 
Anthony 
Lodge and past commander of Pales­ 
tine Commandery,

Mr. Hypes was

of the
